Questions about possible 
irregularities with special 
grand jury unanswered 

“The Commonwealth having moved 
to dismiss this case by prejudice, and the 
Defendant having no objection, it is 
hereby ordered that this indictment be 
dismissed, without prejudice. ” 

With the above order, signed on Aug. 
30 by Special Judge John David Preston 
of Paintsville, all charges against Mor- 
gan County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley have been officially dismissed. 

The action follows a surprise motion 
for dismissal filed Aug. 23 by Special 
Prosecutor Brent Turner of 
Prestonsburg. Acknowledging that a 
technical error had been made in the han- 
dling of the special grand jury that last 
May indicted Conley on three counts of 
abuse of public trust, Turner asked that 
the indictment be dismissed and re- 
quested that Morgan Circuit Judge 
Rebecca K. Phillips empanel another 
special grand jury to rehear the 
Commonwealth’s case. 

With the indictment’s dismissal on 
the technical violation, the Common- 
wealth avoided a court order to answer 
questions of a more serious nature re- 
lating to possible irregularities in the 
seating of the special jury. 

Those questions, raised in a defense 
motion for dismissal of the indictment 
filed by Conley’s attorney, Grover A. 
Carrington of Mt. Sterling, centered on

sion was bypassed in favor of a special 
grand jury and why no transcript or 
video record was made of the jury se- 
lection process. Carrington said there 
“was no showing by the Commonwealth 
that the regular grand jury then in ses- 
sion in Morgan County was unable to 
adequately function and/or handle the 
volume of business of the court, a re- 
quirement before the court can empanel 
a special grand jury.” 

In an affidavit obtained by Carrington 
and submitted in support of the latter 
claim, Denver Stacy, who was foreman 
of the regular grand jury at the time the 
special grand jury was seated, stated that 
he “was not aware that a special grand 
jury had been called until after it was 
empaneled. The regular grand jury was 
never advised about an investigation of 
any county official. There was no rea- 
son the regular grand jury could not have 
considered this case and myself and 
other members of the grand jury were 
upset when we learned a special grand 
jury had been called.” 

Carrington’s motion for dismissal 
also contended that the request by state 
Attorney General Greg Stumbo’s office 
to seat the special grand jury failed to 
provide, as required by law, any allega- 
tions of misconduct that “would consti- 
tute reasonable cause to believe that a 
grand jury investigation would disclose 
criminal activity.” 

With the dismissal of the indictment, 
the question that point raises also will 
remain unanswered and the case, if it is 
to go forward, will have to start over 
with a new jury panel and a new judge.

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Lawmakers request that state tobacco settlement 
dollars be used to help farmers hard-hit by drought 



FRANKFORT — A state leg- 
islative committee has requested 
that state tobacco settlement dol- 
lars be used to help drought- 
stricken farmers across the Com- 
monwealth acquire out-of-state 
hay for their livestock. 

The Tobacco Settlement 
Agreement Fund Oversight 
Committee’s request for funding 
must be approved by the Ken- 
tucky Agricultural Development 
Board, which may consider the 
request at its monthly meeting 
scheduled for Sept. 21. If ap- 
proved, the funding would help 
farmers meet the high cost of 
transporting hay from other states 
to their farms. 

Many Kentucky farmers are 
having to purchase hay for their 
cattle and other livestock at a pre- 
mium out of state because of 
record drought conditions that 
dried up their pastures, the com- 



mittee heard. Governor’s Office 
of Agricultural Policy Executive 
Director Keith L. Rogers said he 
is aware of one county where 30 
loads of hay were transported at 
a cost of $1,500 per load. 

“You are talking about a sub- 
stantial amount of money. You 
aren’t talking about a few thou- 
sand dollars here or there,” said 
Rogers. 

The committee requested the 
use of state agricultural develop- 
ment funds — derived from 
Kentucky’s share of a 1998 na- 
tional tobacco settlement — to 
help farmers acquire supplemen- 
tal feed after some members ex- 
pressed concern about the 
drought’s effect on Kentucky’s 
cattle herd. One of those mem- 
bers was Rep. Tom McKee, who 
said it would take “a long time” 
to restore the state’s beef cattle 
numbers to current levels if farm- 



ers were forced to sell their herds. 

“All the money we’ve put into 
cattle handling and cattle 
genetics... if we don’t have the 
cattle, then it’s not a good invest- 
ment,” said McKee, D- 
Cynthiana. 

But Rogers said that while 
state law does give the ADB 
some leeway in how tobacco dol- 
lars are spent, it does not specifi- 
cally mention drought assistance. 
He said state officials are consid- 
ering other ways to help the 
state’s farmers, whose pasture, 
grass and hay losses range be- 
tween $180 million and $492 
million statewide. 

One option is federal disaster 
assistance for Kentucky farmers 
that Gov. Ernie Fletcher re- 
quested from Washington, D.C. 
last week, although that assis- 
tance has not yet been approved. 
Federal lawmakers are also dis- 



cussing the possibility of a new 
disaster bill to help drought vic- 
tims, Rogers said. 

Helping farmers find other 
local food sources, such as using 
rolled soybeans or corn stalk as 
hay, would be a more immediate 
solution that Rogers said could 
help farmers sustain their herds. 

“We may need to help our 
farmers learn more about where 
the supplies are locally,” Rogers 
said. 

“We’ve got to have some kind 
of relief on this, or the hay’s go- 
ing to eat the cows up this win- 
ter,” said Sen. Joey Pendleton, D- 
Hopkinsville. “If we could get 
something done on the state, fed- 
eral and local level to offset these 
transportation costs, we might be 
able to get something done.” 



Living Archaeology Weekend slated at 
Gladie Center in Red River Gorge 



WINCHESTER, Sept. 7 - 
Have you ever wondered what life 
was like in Kentucky 1,000 years 
ago? Then attend the 1 8th Annual 
Living Archaeology Weekend. 
The prehistoric past is revived as 
archaeologists and craftsmen 
demonstrate the way ancient cul- 
tures went about the business of 
daily living. 

Hosted by the Daniel Boone 
Forest, this two-day event takes 
place outdoors in the scenic Red 
River Gorge behind the Gladie 
Cultural Environmental Learning 
Center. The event is staged in a 
shaded area along the Red River 
near the mouth of Gladie Creek. 
Steep forested slopes and high 
sandstone cliffs surround the river 
valley, providing the perfect set- 
ting for an imaginary venture into 
prehistoric times. 

Conducted annually since 
1989, the Living Archaeology 
Weekend features various primi- 
tive skills that were once used by 
Native Americans in Kentucky. 
Some of the demonstrations will 
include how to knap flint into 
stone tools, tan animal hides and 
throw spears with an atlatl. The 
art of primitive poetry, basketry 
and native cooking will also be 
featured. 

On Friday, Sept. 21, the dem- 
onstrations will be conducted for 
school groups scheduled in ad- 



vance. The target audience is fifth 
grade students due to Kentucky’s 
educational core content require- 
ments for social studies at that 
grade level. Nearly 1,000 students 
are expected to attend. 

“We want this event to serve 
our local communities by provid- 
ing an extended classroom for 
social studies students,” said 
Chris Jenkins, Forest Archaeolo- 
gist in Winchester, Ky. “We hope 
every student walks away with a 
better understanding of what 
they’re learning at school.” 

On Saturday, Sept. 22, the 
event is open to the general pub- 
lic from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. No res- 
ervations or prior arrangements 
are necessary. Admission is free. 

The Daniel Boone National 
Foreset presents this special event 
in cooperation with the Red River 
Historical Society, the Kentucky 
Organization of Professional Ar- 
chaeologists, and the Kentucky 
Archaeological Survey, a joint 
program of the Kentucky Heri- 
tage Council/State Historic Pres- 
ervation office and the University 
of Kentucky’s Department of 
Anthropology.

REMINDER 

If your son or daughter is a 
high school student turning 18 
and collecting monthly Social 
Security benefits, there is one 
more item to add to your “Back- 
to-School” checklist. 

To ensure that Social Security 
benefits continue beyond age 18, 
eligible students must submit the 
necessary form to school officials 
to certify they are still in school. 
Otherwise, monthly Social Secu- 
rity checks automatically stop 
when a student turns 18. 

About 200,000 students re- 
ceive Social Security benefits in 
the United States. Some students 
receive Social Security survivors 
benefits because a parent is de- 
ceased. Others may get dependent 
benefits because their parent re- 
ceives Social Security retirement 
or disability benefits. Benefits for 
minor children generally continue 
until age 1 8 or 1 9 if they are a still 
in high school, unless they 
are disabled and eligible 
for childhood disability 
benefits. In that case, a separate 
application for benefits is re- 
quired.

“[This recipe] has been a fa- 
vorite cake recipe of my family 
since the 1970s, and goes over 
really well at church potluck 
meals,” Allen told the magazine. 

The prize- winning recipe is as 
follows: 

BUTTERMILK CAKE 
WITH CARAMEL ICING 

1 cup butter, softened 
2-1/3 cups sugar 
3 eggs 

1-1/2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
3 cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 cup buttermilk 

Icing 



1/4 cup butter, cubed 
1/2 cup packed brown sugar 
1/3 cup heavy whipping cream 
1 cup confectioners’ sugar 
In a large mixing bowl, cream 
butter and sugar. Add eggs, one 
at a time, beating well after each 
addition. Beat in vanilla. Com- 
bine flour and baking soda; add 
to creamed mixture alternately 
with buttermilk, beating well af- 
ter each addition (batter will be 
thick). 

Pour into a greased and 
floured 10-in fluted tube pan. 
Bake at 350° for 45-50 minutes 
or until a toothpick inserted near 
the center comes out clean. Cool 
for 10 minutes before removing 
from pan to a wire rack to cool 
completely. 

For icing, in a small saucepan, 
combine the butter, brown sugar 
and cream. Bring to a boil over 
medium heat, stirring constantly. 
Remove from the heat, cool for 
5-10 minutes. Whisk in confec- 
tioners’ sugar. Drizzle over cake. 
Yield: 12-16 servings.

More Accusations Plague 
Fletcher’s Campaign

Does Gov. Fletcher really 
want to spend the last two months 
of his re-election campaign de- 
fending himself once again from 
charges that he has broken the 
law? 

Apparently so. 

The charges come from his 
old nemesis, Attorney General 
Greg Stumbo, who now insists 
Fletcher has violated the law in 
the appointments he had made to 
the governing boards of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky and Univer- 
sity of Louisville. 

It was Stumbo, of course, who 
prosecuted the year-long grand 
jury investigation into the 
Fletcher administration’s person- 
nel practices that led to two 
dozen indictments of top admin- 
istration officials and eventually 
of Fletcher himself. 

The governor took the Fifth 
Amendment before the grand 
jury here, issued a blanket par- 
don of anyone and everyone 
charged with breaking state per- 
sonnel laws except himself, and 
finally got a plea deal from 
Stumbo that had the charges 
against Fletcher dropped in ex- 
change for a written admission 
that state personnel laws had in 
fact been violated. 

It is exactly that hiring scan- 
dal and Fletcher’s handling of it 
that explains multiple polls 
showing the governor 15-20 
points behind his Democratic op- 
ponent, former Lt. Gov. Steve 
Beshear. 

Under those awful political 
circumstances, the last thing 
Fletcher should want is yet an- 
other confrontation with Stumbo 
over allegations Fletcher again 
has broken the law. 

And there is every indication 
Fletcher indeed has done just 
that. 

The statute relating to ap- 
pointments to university boards 
of trustees says, “The appoint- 
ments shall reflect the propor- 
tional representation of the two 
leading political parties of the 
Commonwealth based on the 
state’s voter registration. Mem- 
bership on the board shall reflect 
no less than proportional repre- 
sentation of the minority racial 
composition of the Common- 
wealth...” 

Even though Republican voter 



registration has increased sub- 
stantially in recent years, there 
still are more registered Demo- 
crats in Kentucky than Republi- 
cans - 57 percent to 37 percent, 
to be exact. 

But after nearly four years of 
Fletcher’s appointments, Repub- 
licans hold the majority of seats 
on the UK and U of L governing 
boards. And there were report last 
week that the same applies to the 
boards of the regional universi- 
ties as well. 

When a statute says “shall,” 
it means exactly that, not “may” 
or “try to” or “one of these days.” 
Simply do it. 

Yet in a letter to Stumbo, 
Fletcher’s attorney, David 
Fleenor, insists, “Governor 
Fletcher has fully complied with 
both the spirit and letter of the 
law in making appointments to 
these boards.” Fleenor said the 
faculty and staff representatives 
on the boards give a Democratic 
majority. 

So it is back to court we go. 

And once again Fletcher did 
not have to see himself portrayed 
as a lawbreaker the last two 
months of his re-election effort. 

It took a couple of hundred 
thousand Democrats to elect 
Fletcher governor in 2003. He 
easily could have made entirely 
legal appointments to all these 
university boards and rewarded 
his political supporters (Demo- 
crats and Republicans) at the 
same time. 

In fact, some of his hiring con- 
troversies involved rewarding his 
Democratic supporters with state 
jobs. 

Fletcher goes into the Novem- 
ber election with enough handi- 
caps - no endorsements from his 
lieutenant governor and chief pri- 
mary opponent, lackluster sup- 
port from other Republican office 
holders - that he should avoid at 
all costs yet more accusations 
that he ignores statutes when they 
do not suit his purposes. 

If Fletcher had admitted mis- 
takes two years ago and simply 
corrected them, he would not be 
in the miserable political shape 
he is in now. The same applies to 
university appointments. 

However, there is certainly no 
evidence Fletcher - or his clos- 
est advisers - learned that politi- 
cal lesson.

off a cliff, and if they didn’t, 
someone would bring a gun to 
school and blow their brains out. 
This person also threatened to 
make their lives miserable if they 
reported the note.” 

Lewis said the students re- 
ported the note to MCHS Princi- 
pal Addison Whitt, who notified 
local police and instructed school 
staff members to conduct a 
search of all student lockers that 
evening. 

School staff - with city and 
county law officers and Ken- 
tucky State Police troopers 
present - also conducted a search 
of all students and their belong- 
ings with metal detectors as they 
entered the school the next morn- 
ing. 

Whitt said students were also 
assembled in the school gymna- 
sium before classes, where they 



were told about the incident and 
why they were searched. Letters 
notifying parents of the incident 
were sent home with students 
Thursday afternoon. 

“Neither search yielded any- 
thing suspicious such as weap- 
ons, etc.,” Whitt said. “This is 
normal procedure in a situation 
like this. Our main concern is stu- 
dent safety, and we will continue 
to rely on our current security 
measures.” 

Asst. Superintendent of 
Schools Deatrah Barnett said the 
school system will heighten se- 
curity in the near future. 

“We anticipate conducting 
more random searches at 
schools,” Barnett said. “This 
would be done to ensure the 
safety of our students. All future 
incidents will be handled simi- 
larly to Wednesday’s incident.” 

Lewis said police are cur- 
rently focusing on possible sus- 
pects and expect to make an ar-

D felony). He was lodged in the 
Rowan County Detention Center. 

Williams had been employed 
at the Taco Bell on Highway 32 
in Morehead for about two 
weeks, said Iain Dalrymple, man- 
ager of UNITE’s Big Sandy Drug 
Task Force. 

“During that time he typed up 
fake criminal histories on the 
general manager, two shift man- 
agers and an employee and told 
them they were going to be ar- 
rested as part of an ongoing in- 
vestigation,” Dalrymple stated. 
“He had made an identification 
card with the UNITE logo and 
had listed himself as an under- 
cover narcotics investigator.” 
The identification card did not 
contain a photo, but was placed 
just below his driver’s license in 
his wallet. Dalrymple said Will- 
iams also had made phony busi- 
ness cards. 

One of the managers became 
suspicious of Williams and con- 
tacted the UNITE office in 
Prestonsburg. After learning of 
the fraudulent claims, a UNITE 
detective, accompanied by 
Morehead Police Det. David 
Sexton, went to the store about 
4:45 p.m. and confronted Will- 
iams, who eventually acknowl- 
edged making the false identifi- 
cation.

Deborah was so impressed with 
the beautiful lined songs. The 
singing included lines and not 
lined songs. Recently I found an 
article giving a history of lined 
singing. There was a picture of a 
black man in Florida lining an old 
song. I promise to supply this ar- 
ticle at a later day to Licking Val- 
ley Courier readers. My company, 
from Middletown, Ohio, was so 
impressed with the beautiful lined 
singing at the Little Mary Regu- 
lar Baptist Church close to 
Morehead and Hillsboro the past 
Sunday.

We had a great day at the 
church where Lonnie Gregory is 
the pastor. Lonnie is out of the 
Caudill family at Sharkey not far 
from this church. At Sharkey is 
the little church where Wardie 
and I were married June 12, 1938.

It’s also so good to visit 
this section, across from the 
church is a beautiful cemetery 
where so many of the Caudills are 
buried, not much space remains 
for burials. So in the rear of the 
beautiful Little Mary Church is a 
new cemetery where Caudills of 
the later years are buried after the 
little Mary Church was organized 
in the early 80s. If you haven’t 
visited this new church, you 
won’t be disappointed. The 
Caudill family have always been 
near and dear to Wardie and me. 
In fact, Wardie married many of 
the young Caudills. In later years 
I found out I was related to them.

She 
was in our home 16 years and is 
buried in the Memory Hill Cem- 
etery.

On 
Fanny’s monument is the inscrip- 
tion “No blind in heaven”. The 
doctors said she was the most 
blinded person he had ever seen. 
She was one great person and was 
greatly missed by Wardie and me 
and the children that were with 
us at her death. She loved 
Deborah and Angela, who were 
babies at that time. They called 
her Granny. From that time on we 
all called her Granny. 

The past Saturday was a dis- 
appointing day for me. There 
were two special happenings on 
that day. The Back-Bach reunion 
on Route 30 in Brathitt County, 
and the Cox auction in Morgan 
County. I sure wanted to visit both 
places. I just wasn’t able to do 
that, i was on the program at the 
Bach Reunion at the Bach Memo- 
rial Church on Route 30. A good 
crowd was present. It’s always so 
good to meet up with the Back- 
Bach connections. I had a chance 
to explain how Memory Hill was 
progressing. I sure want to thank 
tilden Bach for his great help in 
keeping the reunion going.

Grand Jury issues 
Social Security 
fraud indictment 

ASHLAND, Ky. — On Au- 
gust 16, a federal grand jury in 
the Eastern District of Kentucky 
at Ashland returned a true bill of 
indictment against Linda Bailey, 
57, of Catlettsburg. The indict- 
ment charges Bailey with one 
count of Knowledge of a Cir- 
cumstance and the Occurrence of 
an Event Affecting the Contin- 
ued Right to Benefits, and one 
count of making a false state- 
ment. 

Bailey surrendered to the U.S. 
Marshal’s Office in Ashland on 
Aug. 23 and was arraigned in 
U.S. District Court before U.S. 
Magistrate Judge Edward B. 
Atkins. Bailey pled not guilty 
and was released on bond. 

The investigation was based 
on a referral from the Ashland 
Social Security Office. Bailey, 
who became entitled to Supple- 
mental Security Income (SSI) 
benefits in 2000. In 2002, Bailey 
reported that she and her husband 
had separated. The indictment 
alleges that she had not been 
separated from her spouse and 
that as a result of her failure to 
report her true living arrange- 
ments and resources she received 
$22,687.00 in SSI benefits to 
which she was not entitled.

Cats vs. Cards 






The date was Sept. 1, 2002. 
The Kentucky Wildcats headed 
down 1-64 to Louisville - sup- 
posedly to take a beating from 
Heisman hopeful Dave Ragone 
and the powerful Cardinal of- 
fense. During the previous sea- 
son, UK had ranked 109th in the 
nation in total defense and fig- 
ured to be easy pickings for the 
lethal left arm of Ragone. The 
University of Louisville had even 
gone as far as to have bobble 
head dolls made for the senior - 
anticipating a dominating perfor- 
mance against the Cats on na- 
tional television to be the perfect 
kick-off for an all-out Heisman 
Trophy campaign. 

Well, Ragone’s head did 
plenty of “bobbling” that night, 
and so did the rest of his body. 
The UK defense beat the poor 
guy to a pulp. Ragone was held 
to less than 200 yards passing, 
sacked four times and intercepted 
once. But that was only the hall 
of it. The Cats chased him from 
sideline to sideline, with Ragone 
running for his life. By game’s 
end, the Cardinal quarterback 
could barely pick himself up of! 
the turf. The media referred to it 
as the night Kentucky “ran 
Ragone right out of the Heisman 
race.” 

Come Saturday, the Cats will 
look to turn the trick again, this 
time against another Heisman 
candidate, quarterback Brian 
Brohm. And while Ragone’s can- 
didacy for college football’s top 
award might have been more 
wishful thinking on Louisville’s 
part, that is not the case with 
Brohm. This Cardinal quarter- 
back is the real deal, coming of! 
a career-best 401 yards and five 
touchdowns against Middle Ten- 
nessee. His two game totals for 
the new season - 776 yards, nine 
touchdowns and zero intercep- 
tions. 

Of course, Kentucky has quite 
a quarterback of its own in 
Andre’ Woodson. The pre-season 
All-American has thrown 468 
yards and five touchdowns, com- 
pleting 68 percent of his passes. 
All this after a 2006 season that 
saw Woodson throw for more 
than 3,500 yards and 31 touch- 
downs en route to earning All- 
SEC honors. 

To those of us who like of- 
fense, Saturday’s game is one 
made in heaven. The teams have 
already combined for 2,436 yards 
of total offense, 237 points and 
32 touchdowns. Besides the QBs, 
both also have outstanding run- 
ning games and NFL-caliber re- 
ceivers (U of L’s Harry Douglas 
and UK’s Keenan Burton). 

This is the most anticipated 
matchup in Commonwealth 
Stadium’s 35-year history. And 
when the smoke clears, it could 
be one of the biggest wins ever 
for the UK program.
